Mr. Richards, a native of Mirk- 
igan, studied piano for several 
years, in America and ll.cn entered 
the Royal Conservatory in Unla- 
ws I *, Belgium. His ability as a 
concert pianist was soon recognised, 
He becontsr-associated as a player 
of the harpsichord with the "Soclete 
do* Instruments Anciens" in I'aris. 

It was through his connection 
with this group that. Mr. Richards 
became ' really Interested 'In" the 
technique anil mastery or the harpsi 
chord, lie- conceived the idea, of re 
viving the beauty of. harpsichord 
playing for n generation of music 
lovers lo wborn its music was. al- 
most a legend. 

After having had u fine instru- 
ment made- (by a Parisian (Inn) 
Mr. Itichanla - came to America 
where He mule his debut In Min- 
»"y»l>.«i" WW. Ills New York 
debut in. 1024 was very successful. 

Too harpsichord was the most 
important musical" instrument with a 
keyboard In the sixteenth and early 
part of ■ tho seventeenth centuries. 
Bach, Romr.au, Coupcrin,' Danuin 
Handel, and MourV were the fore 
most writers for lids instrument. 
Their music, Mr. Richards will In- 
terpret a* he, being one of the two 
"greatest living expononta of the 
art," can, well do.
